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THE HOMICIDE CASES IN THE
COURTOF OYERAND TERMINER.
Oxe of the docks of the new Court House
vesterday contained ten men, arraigned in
nine different cases, for killing nine citizens
of Philadelphin, and the Assistant District
Attorney announced that eighteen persons
were now held for trial in homicide ecases
This is an unusual spectacle in this locality
All the imputed crimes were perpetrated dny-
ing the last few months, none of them
dating back further than July, and most of
{hem having been committed during Septem-
ber and October. Mr. Dwight annonnced

that “‘one of the cases would be taken
up ount ol order, bemuse it was
yepresented to Dbe one of more thun

ordinary aggravation,” and this statement,
while it was entirely appropriate and neees:
sary under the cirenmstances, indicates onae
of the reasons why murders of an inferior
degree of criminality ave becoming so fright-
fully common in this city. Experience has
yepeatedly demonstrated that the extrenu
penalty of the law is 1avely enforced ngainst
murderers except those who are incapable of
adducing any extenuating cirenmstances
whatever to palilate their guilt. Homicide
cases oocnr by scores, while there are but a
few oxeculions in any given yoar. Juriés arve
loth to conmviet for murder any prisoners
whose villainy is not of the deepest dye, and
Glovernors are slow to affix their signat nre to
the death-warrant of conviots whose offenses §
are less  heinons  than those  of
Probst or Twitchell If a plansi-
ble excuse can be given, if any allegation
is made with an apparent show of fruth that
the murderer had snffered a real or imaginary
wrong at the hands of his vietim, or that the
fatal blow was inflicted in the heat of passion,
the prisoner has so many chances of escaping
the extreme penalty of the law, that those
who contemplate crimes of this deseription
are no longer impressed with a wholesome |
dread of the gallows, Our present conrls are
o much overrnn with business that many
trials are necessarily postponed from time to
time, and these continued postponements
afford another important loophcle of escape
by the opportunities they afford for dimin-
ishing the force of dmnaging testimony, Yes.
terday a prisoner charged with larceny, who
had obtained bail after his arvest and then
fled from the cily. but who was subsaguently
recaptured and arrnigued, was acquitted be-
cause the chief witness for the Commongvealth
bad died during the nine months intervening
between the perpetration of the erime and
the day of trial. So in howicide cases of an
inferior grade, deluys ave offen fatal to the |
prosecntion, and they add greatly to the |
chances of securing immunity from punish- |

ment, However ready our courls may
be to do their {ull duty to the :_-um.|
munity, they cannot accomplish impossi- ‘
bilities. It is beyond their power

to try promptly the innumerable eriminal
cases that are constantly arising, and to avoid
delays in all instances. They cannot contrel
the predisposition of jnries to make too large
an allowance for extenuating cirenmstunces,
and after they have finished their work it is
beyond their province to prevent an injudi-
dious exercise of the purdoning power, or to
fix the period when ¢ death-warrant shall be
issued.

Itisone of the most imperative duties of
the State and municipal governments to pro-
tect life, and the most striking difference |
between barbarons and civilized commnnities |
is displayed in the contrast between the reck-
less brutality with which it is sacrificed in the
Tormer and the care displayed in preserving
it in the latter. The frequency of homicides
in our midst painfully indicates that there are
defects in our system, which month after
month and year after year grow more danger-
ous and alarming, and it behooves all who
have at heart the general welfare Lo provide
the most effective remedies and safeguards
that oan be devised. BSo far as the courls
are concerned, no pains should be spared to
jnsure the infliction of prompt and certain
punishment to all who ave clearly guilty, If
too much business is imposed upon the pre.
sent Judges, additional Judges should should
be appointed; and it has become & momentous
question whether additional restrictions
should not be thrown around the pardoning
power.

Independent of the Courts, however, the
people must look for protection to the police,
and it is a erying shame that a body of men
for whose maintenance they must pay a mil.
lion of dollars, are orgarized without refe-
yenoe to their efficiency. The best body of
police in the world will not entirely suppress
crime, but an inferior, untrained, or partially
vieious police force is necessarily incompe-
tent to discharge the important duties in.
trusted to it, There is no better gauge for
the mecurity of property and safety of lifein
large modern cities than the efficiency of the
police departments; and the unhappy munici-
palities which are bereft of the protection
that only a first-rate force can give, from par- |
tisan motives, can justly impute to the au- |
thors of such injudicious and dangerouns
changes the frightful increase of crime which
they necessarily produce. To diminish homi-

onsedl we must bhave many reforwms, but |
lhey must extend to the existing agencies for
ihe of orime ns well as those which
Provide for its punishment,

PRIZE MONRY.

To ax ordinary observer it is excesdingly difi.
oult to see why the navy, any mors than the
army, should be entitled to prize money for
property captured or destroyed in warfare.
During the Rebellion mnch dissatisfaction
and beartburning were caused by this diserimi-
nation in favor of the naval branch of the
military service, and the question was re.
peatedly asked what clain the navy had, in law
and justice, to the enormouns sumsa that wers
divided among the officers and men as o gra-
tuity for performing their simple duty, As
the law now stands, every person on the pay-
master's roll of a naval vessel making a cap-
ture is entitled to one.half of whatever it
will sell for in open market; or in event of a
vessel of the enemy being destrayed in action,
the value ix nssessed and divided in the same
manner between the victors and the Govern-
ment, subject to a large percentage, which
goos to the admiral of the fleet, and to the
claims of all vessels within signal distance to
share equally in the prize, The Government
devotes ils L wrtion af the prize money to the
support of the naval hospitals and homes for
disabled seamen, and the divided
among the oftficers and wen in the proportion
of their rates of pay.

This prize money systom is an illustration
of the conservative naval
service, and its disposition to eling to obso.
lete ideas. OFf conrse such a valuable pergni-
site will not readily be given up, if the matter
is left to the decision of naval men: but it is
perfectly marvellons that no motion has been
nundle Ib\ l”lihi!]l' ]'I;l?'-'l"‘- L have it abolished.
It ix trne that, nntil the the Re-
bellion, nothing hax ocourred since the war
of 1512 to attract publie attention to it, and
it was therefore allowed to vest in peace.

love of plunder was even more an incentive

remnant
to action than patriotism, The awenities of
civilized warfure have long since prohibited
armed forces on land from appropriating to
their own use the property that may happen
to ffall into their hands. nnd by common eon-
sent officers and soldiers guilty of anything
of the kind arve esteemed as little better than
thieves and robbers. Of conrse this dees not
refer to the destvuction of property through
the exigencies of warfare, or to its anthorized
appropriation for the relief of the necessitios
of an mmy by order of the general com-
manding,

The effect of the prize-money system du-
ring the Rebellion was that mostof the ves-
sels that did the hardest fighting and most
service in defeating the enemy came off with
little or nothing. while the light-avmed boats,
that cruised about on the open sea outside of
the reanch of shot and shell, secured the
tiehest rewnrds, Many of these vessels were
extremely lucky, eapturving ship after ship
Inden with wvaluable goods, and every officer
and man pocketing thousands of dollars. Not
only did the army complain of this when vast
stores of colton and other valnables fell into
their hands, to be appropriated entire by the
Government, but the men of the navy who
did the most fighting could not avoid feeling
jealous of their more fortunate brethren who
pocketed greenbacks instead of glory.

Fxactly what constituted a prize has never
yel been settled, and there is a suit now pend-
ing on behalf of Adwmiral Farragut's fleet for
property captured on the Mississippi river at
the time of the great victory at New Orleans
The Government claimed the whole of this,
but Congress, at its last session, authorized
the institution of asuit to test the matter.
General Butler, who has charge of the case,
has filed a bill of information in the District
Court of the Distriet of Columbia, praying
judgment, ete., and the Government has
been called upon to present its defense.
T'his suit involves over a million of dollars,
and we hope that the sailors will secure the
money, which they certainly are entitled to if
there is any virtue in the existing arrange-
ment,

This, however, has nothing whatever to do
with the principle of allowing the navy to
claim prize money, which we are convinced
is a wrong one. Admiral Porter is taking a
great deal of credit to himself for the re.
forms he has introduced since he has been
de fuoto Becretary, and much stress is laid
upon the reduction of the expenses of the
navy and the amount of money saved to the
Government. Will he take the mitiative in
moving for an abolishient of the prize.
money system? Now is the time, if ever, to
move in the matter, as the reform can be
effected without injury to the rights or pros-
peets of any one; and we sincerely hope that
Congress will at its next session take up the
subject and give it a thorough investigation.
It is because the prize-mouey system has
never been investigated that it has been
allowed to stand thus long, and an ingquiry
into the principle npon which it is based
will certainly lead to its speedy discon-
tinuance,

The ofticers and men, however, who assisted
in making captuves during the Kebellion are
certainly entitled to the money allowed them
under the existing laws, and to a speedy
settlement of their claims by the ’l‘raaaur.v
Department, Much dissatisfaction has been
caused by the slow, dilatory, and uncertain
manner of doing business st the Fourth
Auditor's Office, and the facilitios afforded to
claim agents have given just cause for com-
plaint, COlaims are sometimes sottled in part,
snd no intimation given that there is a
balance still due, and the powson entitled to
the money konows nothing about it unless
it may bappeu fto come to his ears by the
mereal accidenl.  There are thousauds of

dollars now laying in the Treasury that will
probably pever be applied for, simply be-
cauge the perwous entitled to the money do
not know that anything is dus them. This is
oriminal bad management that deserves the
reverest condemmnation, and if Seorotary
Boutwell can spare a little time from his more
important duaties of végulating the finances of
the nation, he can bestow it with good effect
in exnmining into the style in which some jof
Lis subordinates do business,
